Gang - 
One last note for the record then I'll knock it off- 


Those two caps under the bandswitch are the cathode by-pass 
caps for 1st and 2nd rf, C11 & C25, pin 2 of each 6AG5 to gnd. 


The 1st rf stage turned out to be rather easy - clip the gnd 
end and pulling the cap bends the other formerly unseen end out 
into a clear space at the rear of the sw with plenty of room to 
snip and solder in a replacement. 


However the 2nd rf stage doesn't have that clear space to work 
in - SOMETHING has to move out of the way, and what worked for me was: 


1) remove the screw holding the bracket for the 2 trimmer caps, 
we're going to move the trimmer bracket out of the way 

2) Unscrew the whole side assy' and twist up slightly to get that 
extra 1/4" clearance - you don't have to remove the front panel, 
just twist it a little and hold in place w/ a screwdriver 

3) Heat up your biggest gun and unsolder the trimmer bracket from 
the chassis, pull the tab out of the slot - there should be 
JUST enough slack in their connections to twist the bracket out 
of the way enough to create an opening 

4) Then you can snip the gnd end and pull the cap out, and get a 
thin clipper in to cut the other end 

5) Putting in a new cap would block the hole so much you can't 
solder it in! So I had to solder a short piece of wire to 
the remainder of the old lead left on pin 2, solder the 


other end of the wire to the new cap and then slide it into the 
hole, bending the wire into a 'U' shape, checking to make 
sure the cathode end doesn't contact gnd somewhere 
6) Put the trimmer bracket back in, solder it and the gnd end 
of cap and put everything back together. 


Once that is done you can rest easy knowing that ALL leaky black 
plastic caps have been eradicated!

More transformer ruminations: The author wrote, (approximately - I deleted 
it) something to the effect that capacitor input filtering with a low 


impedance transformer may give 4% regulation, and the high impedance 
transformer must use choke input filtering. This is more misinformation. 
Capacitor input filtering always has worse regulation than choke input 
filtering. It works well for SSB because the average current is much lower 
than for cw or am, and thus the regulation looks better. Using choke-input 
filtering with a high impedance transformer is advantageous because the 
regulation doesn't look as bad as with capacitor-input filtering. Note that 
there is nothing wrong with capacitor-input filtering; I use it all the 
time, but you should recognize the facts. Capacitance-input filtering is 
better today than in the olden days because microfarads come a lot cheaper.

> Those two caps under the bandswitch are the cathode by-pass 
> caps for 1st and 2nd rf, C11 & C25, pin 2 of each 6AG5 to gnd. 


Well, I'm going to spoil your party so I'll apologize for being a meany 
first. I don't think you even needed to change those cathode bypass caps. 
Reason being as much as they might leak the equivalent resistance with a 
volt or so across the cap is going to be MANY times higher than that of the 
cathode resistor. Seems to me a lot of work for so little benefit. If 
they were screen or plate circuit bypass caps they certainly would merit 
being replaced. Why do I care? I too have an SX-28A in waiting. This 
thread has been intersting.

Interesting comments on power supplies. I will throw my 2 cents in. 


Choke input filtering is not used with ssb mainly because it does not provide 
good dynamic regulation. It also provides excess series resistance to the power 
transformer trying to charge the filter capacitor. 


I am still not so sure that a good low impedance transformer and a capacitor 
input filter will not outperform a high impedance transformer with a choke input 
filter when either feeds a static load. 


One of the main reasons capacitor input filter power supplies are better today 
than in the olden days is that most transformers used today have a much lower 
impedance than the old ones did. Yes microfarads are cheaper also. Try to use an 
old high impedance transformer in a voltage doubler circuit. No matter how much 
capacity you put in you will not get good regulation.

> Capacitor input filtering always has worse regulation than choke input 
> filtering. It works well for SSB because the average current is much lower 
> than for cw or am, and thus the regulation looks better. 
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Ahoy! While looking at one of my books on naval history, I came upon a 
picture showing Vice Admiral Frank Jack Fletcher, USN, in his flag cabin 
aboard some ship during the war. Behind the admiral, on a table are two 
receivers. One almost entirely hidden behind his left arm, appears to 
be some military version of the RME 69. I'm not familiar with that 
receiver, so can't really tell. The other, visible in all its glory, is 
what appears to be a brand new National NC-100XA. What could be a price 
tag dangles from the knob just below the S-Meter. The matching speaker 
sits on top. The picture is posed so that it almost looks like the 
admiral wished to be shown with his brand new receiver. (Had I been 
Admiral Fletcher, I know I would have wanted to be shown that way!) 


The book is Sea Battles in close-up: World War II, Martin Stephen, ed. 
by Eric Grove, Naval Institute Press, p. 140. The chapter is about the 
Battle of the Coral Sea in May 1942, but he was a rear admiral (two 
stars) then. Investigating further, I learned that during the 
Guadalcanal campaign, he was a vice admiral (three stars) and his 
flagship was aircraft carrier USS Saratoga (CV-3). In Oct 1943, he 
assumed command of the Northern Pacific Force, which I think he 
commanded from a shore command post in the Aleutians, but maybe had an 
assigned flagship. Apparently he was still there when the war ended in 
1945. So I'm guessing the photo was taken aboard the "Sara" in 1942 or 
early 1943. 


This brings to mind a question for the incredible body of knowledge on 
this list. Were the flag cabins in US and His Majesty's ships typically 
equipped with receivers like the NC-100XA? I can only suppose that the 
brass, being only human (despite my beliefs when I was a junior officer 
aboard ship) and enjoying news and music as much as anyone, had to have 
radios, too. Makes me wonder at the history of an externally dusty and 
smoky, but otherwise pristine RAO-7 that recently added itself to my 
collection.
